With regards to independent claims 1 and 12, the prior art on record fails to 
expressly disclose or render obvious a method of generating detector efficiency data for 
a PET scanner or computer software for generating detector efficiency data for a PET 
scanner comprising artificial coincidence count data using a single photon source and 
software, wherein said software uses an efficiency estimation algorithm to calculate 
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data representing individual detectors in an array based upon a measurement model 
which is additive in that the measurement model and related to a sum of their individual 
efficiencies, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
